Mr. Ansley stated that he believed all 
the property hdlders would agree to 
having the grade changed, 

‘Forsyth Street ig on a deep grade.’ 
he stated, ‘‘from Peachtree to James and 
from James to Luckie. At James street 
there is a deep dip, which mars 
Symmetry of the street? By raising the 
Street from Luckie to Peachtree, so as 
to decrease the grade at James street, 
Forsyth street would become one of the 
best business thoroughfares in the 
city. It is the naturar route across the 
city from the terminal station. On 
will be the new postoffice, and probably 
the city hall. 
finest hotels in the city, the Piedmont. 
to the terminal station, Forsyth street 
is the best route. All that is needed is 
to change the grade,” 

Mr. Ansley called attention to the 
fact that a number of the city’s princi- 
pal business streets were on very steep 
grades, which made them at times very 
inconventlent, and even dangerous to 
travel. He pointed out. Huanter street 
from Whitehall to Pryor, and Alabama 
from Whitehall to Pryor. He said that 
grades should be changed before per- 
manent buildings were erected, and that 
now was the time to make a change 
on Forsyth street. 


Property Would Be More Valuable. 


It “was pointed out that all the prop- 
erty would be greatly enhanced in value 
if the street grade was changed, and 
that it would particularly help such 
places as the Piedmont hotel. 

It ‘is believed if the plan as proposed 
is carried out that North Forsyth atreet 
from Walton to Peachtree will soon be 
built up with large store houses, and 
that the street will become a leading 
thoroughfare for traffic.

The council committee on schools has 
made a full report of the condition of 
the school houses in the city and the 
report will be submitted to the council 
Monday afternoon. 

This is the first time in the history 
of the public schoo] system that a com- 
mittee of council has undertaken to 
inspect the schoo! buildings 
‘in order that the council and the peo- 
ple might know exactly what condition 
the schools are itn and what should be 
done to give the necessary relief. 

The report has much to say about the 
inflammable frame buildings which are 
old and out of date. It touches upon 
the use of basements, and says that the 
school teachers are underpaid. The 
crowding off fifty or sixty pupils into 
one room is also condemned. 

The committee attaches no blame to 
the school board and states that the

Report of Committee. 


To the Honorable Mayor and General 

Council: 

Gentlemen: We, the undersigned com- 
mittee on schools, beg leave ta make 
the following report: 

Accompanied by Mr. William M. Sla- 
ton, the efficient superintendent of 
schools, we have visited and thorough- 
ly inspected every school, white and 
eclored of your public school system. 
It has been our object to visit the class 
rooms and to inspect the bulldings of 
the different schools with a view to 
making vour honorable . body 
rate report upon conditions as we find 
them. 

There are thirteen frame buildings 
used by the grammar schools. These 
buildings are more or less unsafe be- 


an accu-{ 


cause of their varving age and sizes. In 
Crew Street schoot there are sixteen 
rooms with an enrollment of 826 chil- 


dren. The school house is an inflamma-' 


ble frame building. If fire should get a 
start of three or four minutes in that! 
building b2fore discovery, no man could | 
tell how great the holocaust would be. 
The same general condition prevails at 
the Fair Street school building, where 
there is an enrollment of 664 children 
with comparatively narrow steps and 
difficult exits tn case of fire. Walker 
street building Is old, is out of date, 
and an inflammable tinder box, so are 
the Ivy street building and the Ma- 
rietta street. building. Ivy street build- 
ing, the oldest’in the public school sys- 
tem, is not fit for school purposes. 
Storr’s building, used by the negroes, 1s 
in a dilapidated condition and ought to 
be torn down. 

In a number of these old buildings) 
the rooms are heated by stoves, a Sys- 
and altogether 
We believe that all these 
should be torn down 
and replaced by fireproof structures and 
supplied with heating and. plumbing 
systems that are up to date. 

We note that the closets are kept In 
good condition but that in some cases 
they ought to be enlarged and placed 
farther from the school houses. To re- 
move the closets would ° necessitate 
lurger school grounds.

Steve has placed an ice-water. barre] 
front of his store, and it has two 
faucets, from which the people can 
drink. One faucet is marked “Joe” 
and the other “Hoke.” 

It is the rule that when a man comes 
along who jis for Hoke Smith for gov- 
ernor for him to drink out of the 
faucet marked “Hoke,” and when a 
Joe Brown man comes along he must 
drink out of the .“Joe” faucet. 

“Il tell vou, we are just having all 
sorts of fun with the double-fauceted 
barrel,” says Steve Glass.

SAY UNCLE SAM SHOULD PAY 


Declared That Salaries Large 
Enough to Uphold the Dignity 
of the Offices Should Be 
Provided by the 
Government, 


Washington, April !7.—The attitude 
of Emperor William and the Berlin 
court toward David Jayne Hill, named 
by the president to be ambassador at 
that capital, wwas the subject of com- 
ment in the house of representatives 
today during the consideration of the 
diplomatic and consular Dill. 

Both Mr. Perkins, of New York, and 
Mr. Slayden, of Texas, expressed the 
opinion that the objection to Mr. Hill 
was due to no other eause than that 
Mr. Hill was financially unable to 
maintain a certain standard of social 
representation. Each of them. con- 
demned the practice which they said 
had grown up of selecting men of 
great wealth to be the nation’s diplo- 
matic represéntatives abroad, and 
urged, as a means of counteracting 
the effect of such a policy, the housing 
of our diplomats in buildings owned 
by the government and the allowance 
te them of salaries sufficlent to enable 
them to maintain the dignity of their 
high offices.

To Consider Vreeland Bill. 


The Vreeland bill, introduced in the 
house last week as a substitute for 
the Aldrich bill, and which, it is un- 
derstood, is to be considered at a re- 
publican caucus to be held next week, 
was not considered at today’s meeting 
of the committee. It was decided, how- 
ever, to give a hearing tomorrow to 
Representative Vreeland. 

Chairman Fowler and other mem- 
bers of the committee refused to be 
quoted as to the probable fate of the 
Vreeland bill, but the opinion seemed 
to prevail that it would follow in the 
wake of the Aldrich Dill. 

The bill introduced by Chairman 
Fowler, providing for a currency com- 
mission, also will be considered at the 
meeting of the committee tomorrow. 
The commission idea apparently had 
many friends in the committee. 

A hearing also will be granted to 
Representative Lovering on his bill 
to incorporate the Sovereign Trust 
Company of America. Two other meas- 
ures will receive consideration at this 
meeting, the Dalzell bill, making it a 
misdemeanor to circulate false reports 
regarding national banks and the 
freedman’'s bank bill, recently passed 
by the senate. 

Two Houses Must Confer. 


The tabling of the Aldrich bill -will 
result in currency legislation being 
perfecteq by conferees of the two 
branches of congress, if the house 
carries out the probable program. of 
now passing the Vreeland bill. In that 
event, the house measure would come 
to the senate, all after the enacting 
clause would be struck out and the 
provisions of the Aldrich. bill substi- 
tuted. The effect would be to put both 
the Vreeland and Aldrich bills into 
conference, and from them a currency 
INtl would probably be agreed upon. 

The Vreeland bill is not hostile in 
character to the form of legislation 
provided by the bil! which was passed 
by the senate, and therefore the action 
of the house committee on banking and 
currency, in the event its course is fol- 
lowed by a favorable report on the 
Vreeland bill as a substitute, does not 
indicate that there will be no currency 
legisiation at this session of congress, 
as the house probably will pass that 
measure.

ties held by national banks, under the 
national bank act, as an additional 
class of securities upon which emerg- 
ency circulation may be issued. He 
eliminated certain amendments which 
were tacked on the Aldrich bill, while 
it was under consideration in the sen- 
ate. ;including the provision by Senator 
Johnston requiring national banks to 
keep three-fourths of the reserves 
in thelr own vaults, and the amend- 
ment by Senator La Follette prohibit- 
ing the loaning of money by any bank 
to a corporation, the officers or direc- 
tors of which are officers or directors 
of the corporation seeking the loan. 
It is expected that the senate con- 
ferees will make a strong fight fot 
the retention of the Johnston reserve 
feature, but there is little prospect for 
the adoption of the La Follette amend- 
ments. 

Mr. Vreeland is not a member of the 
house committee on banking and cur- 
rency, yet it is expected that if his bil] 
is passed he wtll be one of the house 
conferees. It ts not unlikely that 
Representative Burton would be anoth- 
er, and the democratic member, a 
man who is favorable to legislation 
along the lines of the Aldrich-Vreeland 
propositions. 

Mr. Vreeland and many house lead- 
ers favor an ainendinenit to his bill pro- 
viding for a currency commission to 
report upon a general revision of the 
banking laws.

MELLEN DENIES STATEMENT. 


New Haven President Says He Had 
No Tip on Panic. 


Nlew Haven, Conn., April |7.--The at- 
tention of President C. 9 Mellen. of 
the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford Railroad Company, was called to- 
day to the statement of A. O. Crozier, 
of Wilmington, Del., made yesterday pbe- 
fore the house committee on banking 
and currency, at Washington. Mr. Cro- 
zier stated that a prominent financier 
had told President Mellen that a panic 
was to be brought on before the meeting 
of congress, and on that afternoon Mr. 
Crozier said the railroad borrowed $80,- 
000,000. 

This statement, Mr. Mellen today. in 
the strongest language, denounced as 
absurd and unqualifiedly false. He add- 
ed that the plans of his company for 
borrowing money had been made for a 
year or more before the panic, and that 
the original plan had provided tor an 
issue of stock.

REVIEW OF WEEK’S TRADE. 


Commercial Agencies Tell of Past 
Week's Business. 


New York, April !|7.—Bradstreet's to- 
morrow will say that Easter trade, at 
retail, though affected in sections by 
unfavorablé weather, is, on the whole, 
fair. Collections show slight improve- 
ment at a few cen'ters, and filling in 
orders by jobbers are a trifle better, 
but reports from leading industries are 
no more favorable. 

Rather. more weakness is noted in 
iron and steel, and fall trade in lead- 
ing lines is still disappointingly back- 
ward. 

The dullness 


in building lines—exz- 
penditures for the first quarter, being 
40 per cent below t907—affects ali 
lines of materials, and export and im- 
port trade are ebbing, indicating the 
first decrease in foreign trade from 
the preceding figcal year noted for five 
years past. The number of idle hands 
is as large as for some time past, wage 
reductions curtailing the buying power. 

Easier conditions prevail in the iron 
and steel markets, and’ production is 
smaller than it was g@ few weeks ago. 
Business tn pig iron is very light, and 
lower prices have been made to attract 
even the smal] business going on. 
Finished iron and steel are likewtse 
quiet, and rail orders are only fair. 
Plates are exceptionally dull, and fab: 
ricators of structural material, par- 
ticularly in the Chicago district, have 
named some low quotations on bus- 
iness recently booked, although there 
is no evidence that the shipments have 
brought lower than list prices. New 
demand for structura] material is fair, 
track elevation and railway bridge 
building causing the bulk of the bus- 
iness. Bar fron is weak, and this ad- 
versely affects steel bars. Tn fact, the 
widespread expectation of lower prices 
seems to have superinduced a waiting 
mood on the part of purchasers in gen- 
eral, but the leading producers fmsist 
that prices will be maintained.
